Errol Flynn, that most hand- 
some of all the swashbuckling 
screen adventurers, is waving 
sabers, firing pistols, flailing 
fists and galloping horses again, 
this time in “Santa Fe Trail,” 
which is to have its local pre- 
miere Friday at the Strand.

Starting 
with that same “Captain Blood” 
they have been in a half dozen 
or more pictures together, indi- 
cating that Warner Bros. con- 
sider it a sort of “by public de- 
mand” obligations. Fan approv- 
al, indicated by mail received, 
long has proved the studio right. 

But don’t get the idea that 
“Santa Fe Trail” is following 
any formula just because Olivia, 
Errol and Curtiz are together 
again. The story is several of 
the most exciting chapters right 
out of our American history 
books, knit together in dramatic 
pattern by Virginia-born Robert 
Buckner, Warner studio scenar- 
iste 

It is primarily the story of 
“bloody” Kansas Territory and 
the eastern end of the Santa Fe 
Trail during the days of John 
Brown and his Abolitionist raid- 
ers; days in which the United 
States Cavalry had more than 
plenty to do; days that almost 
changed a nation’s destiny. 

Real characters come to life 
on the screen in the film. Flynn 
is Lieut. J. E. B. “Jeb” Stuart 
and his partner in adventure is 
Lieut. George Custer, as por- 
trayed by Ronald Reagan. Five 
other young fellows, all under 
contract to Warner Bros. por- 
tray historical characters. They 
are William Lundigan as Robert 
Holliday, David Bruce as Phil 
Sheridan, Frank Wilcox as 
James Longstreet, William Mar- 
shall as George Pickett, and 
George Haywood as John Hood.

solidly as Abraham Lincoln be- 
fore American audiences. Rob- 
ert E. Lee is in the story, played 
by Moroni Olson. So is Jeffer- 
son Davis (Erville Alderson), 
U.S. Grant (Charles Williams) , 
and Stonewall Jackson, Louis 
Payne). Henry O’Neill plays 
Cyrus kK. Holliday, pioneer 
freighter over the Sante Fe 
Trail and the man who founded 
Topeka and Leavenworth in 
Kansas. Olivia de Havilland is 
his daughter Kate, and there are 
other characters played by Alan 
Hale, Big Boy Williams, Van 
Heflin. 

Cast alone would indicate that 
“Sante Fe Trail” is scrictly 
magnum opus. And it is. The 
story opens at West Point, with 
the graduation of the class of 
1854. It moves to Fort Leaven- 
worth in Kansas_ Territory, 
Palmyra, Washington, D. C., 
Boston, Harper’s Ferry, and 
back to Santa Fe. 

Some 6,000 extras worked in 
the production. Action takes 
place in and against more than 
125 sets and backgrounds, most 
of them on location away from 
the Burbank, Calif. studios. 

Errol likes “Sante Fe Trail” 
a little bit more than he liked 
either “Dodge City” or “Virginia 
City” for the reason that the 
story is a little stronger.

Fights and Thrilis 
In ‘Santa Fe Trail’ 


Yesterday’s History Makes Today’s 
Action in New Errol Flynn Film 


Errol Flynn’s new starring 
picture had started on Monday. 

On Wednesday we figured it 
just about the right time to go 
out to Warner Bros. studio and 
see the fight. Michael Curtiz, 
that excitable old master of 
frontier saloon brawls, saber 
duels on grand stairways, army 
charges and naval broadsides 
being the director, we timed it 
just right. 

Hollywood claims that Mike 
can’t let three days in a row go 
by without arranging for some 
sort of violent physical action, 
especially if his star is Errol 
Flynn. Hollywood is seldom 
wrong in this one instance. 

Flynn and a group of other 
young men were in one of the 
up-stairs barracks at West 
Point, year 1854. This was the 
hour just before taps and some 
were studying at desks under 
the light from oil lamps, some 
were stretched out on their army 
cots, one fellow was reading 
aloud to three other cadets. 

The reader was identified as 
Van Heflin, not exactly a new- 
comer to Hollywood, but better 
known on Broadway. There, 
last season, he played opposite 
Katharine Hepburn in “Phila- 
delphia Story.” This increased 
both his professional reputation 
and his weekly salary figure as 
well. Now he seems likely to go 
places on the screen. 

It was Heflin who was to have 
the fight with Flynn. In “Santa 
Fe Trail,” which opens Friday 
at the Strand, Flynn plays J. 
E. B. Stuart, the fiery Virginian 
who fought with glory for the 
south in the Civil War. Heflin 
is Rader, a northern-sympath- 
izing renegade if ever there was 
one. Their battle, which results 
in Heflin being dishonorably dis- 
charged from West Point, is 
over the slavery question. 

Curtiz had to do a lot of tear- 
ful pleading in order to have a 
good, rousing fist fight put in 
the script, he indicated. But he 
had won his point. 

Curtiz handles a fist fight, be 
it either an engagement between 
two individuals or a riot be- 
tween two gangs, just like 
George Balanchine would direct 
a ballet. He gets tempo into it, 
and rhythm, as well as good 
solid dock-worker punches at the 
exact proper moment. 

The floor of the set was 
marked off with a _hen-track 
scatter of semi-circular chalk 


lines, in pairs. Like children had 
been playing some sort of hop, 
skip and jump game. 

But when Curtiz went into a 
rehearsal, which proved to be his 
fourth or fifth, the chalk lines 
took on a more practical mean- 
ing. They marked the _ spots 
where Flynn, Heflin, and all the 
other men were to stand when 
the battle started. 

“Now we take it,’’ Curtiz an- 
nounced. The camera _ turned. 
Heflin, the surly, scowling ag- 
gressor, growled his lines. Flynn 
stood with arms crossed, smil- 
ing slightly. A proper hero pose. 
Heflin cocked his arm for the 
first back-handed blow. 

“Cut,” called Curtiz, before 
the slap was delivered. 

The camera was moved, the 
lights changed, to pick up the 
scene from another angle. Again 
action was called, the scene re- 
peated, and Curtiz ordered cut 
before the blow was struck. 

We asked Jack Sullivan, the 
assistant director, when he 
thought the fight would start. 

“Oh, some time tomorrow,” he 
predicted. “But when you see 
this picture in the screen, be 
sure to hold on to your seat, 
or this fight’ll lift you right

But, with the exception of 
Queen Elizabeth, as played by 
Bette Davis, he has seldom 
failed.

Afoot or ahorse, astride 
the tossing bridge-planks of 
“The Sea Hawk,” or sitting 
properly in his sweetheart’s par- 
lor, he has continued to win the 
hearts of the fair sex. 

“He makes love a universal 
gesture,” says Michael Curtiz, 
who has directed him more often 
than any other director. “He’s 
no Cupid but he’s Cupid’s best 
customer in my pictures.”

I’ve just gone over Niagara

Errol Flynn, swashbuckler-in-

Flynn has made a personal 
pageant of heroic gents. Right 
after finishing an Elizabethan 
epic, “The Sea Hawk,” he was 
put to work riding a horse and 
saving pretty ladies in “Santa 
Fe Trail,’ which brings us 
around to the Civil War. War- 
ner’s Errol Flynn is a _ long- 
legged short cut to history.

Asked pointblank to compare 
his Robin Hoods, Captain 
Bloods, Geoffrey Thorpes and 
J.E.B. Stuarts with today’s boy 
friend, Flynn scratched his head, 
offered an offhand opinion. May- 
be not so much difference after 
all, he offhanded. Boy gets gal. 
he grinned. 


“Now, in feudal times,” he 
opinied, “he got the girl at the 
point of a lance, and to go a bit 
farther back, he sailed into the 
opposition and got her with the 
whack of a caveman’s club. 


“But I’m not so sure the lads 
of the past were a whit braver 
than today’s young men. Can 
you imagine Lancelot filling out 
an income tax return? 


“It takes real courage, it 
seems to me, to make your way 
in these parlous times. I’m not 
thinking about = affairs’ in 
Europe, but of fellows who work 
long hours in laboratories or 
machine shops, or tramp the 
pavements long hours to peddle 
enough insurance to buy the 
girl friend a cottage and some 
groceries. 


“Guess that doesn’t seem so 
romantic as boarding pirate 
ships or riding around with a 
big sword and a plume. Well, 
in the old days a guy could be 
a great man on sheer physical 
courage alone, combined with a 
thoughtless amount of foolhardi- 
ness.” 


Having explored some of the 
more extroverted historical 
heroes pretty thoroughly as part 
of his job, Flynn believes they 
were grand fellows and deserve 
to be honored—and portrayed 
in films. But he thinks a modern 
young fellow is faced with great- 
er odds in his battle for the 
things he wants and needs.

Rebuilt for Film 


The houses, stores, frame 
hotels and ramshackle saloons of 
this rambling western town have 
the sun-bleached, weather-beat- 
en appearance of years front- 
ing the rutted streets, deep with 
dust. Faded signs hanging in 
front of some of the buildings 
creak on rusty hinges. On the 
edge of town, at the end of a 
narrow gauge railroad line 
stretching eastward across the 
bleak Kansas prairie, a few cat- 
tle huddle in the inadequate 
shade of a dripping water tank. 

Yet this town of some 2,000 
inhabitants, private citizens and 
cavalry troopers at the nearby 
fort, was built in a week. 

A week ago nothing but roll- 
ing, barren California hills. 
Today Fort Leavenworth, Kan- 
sas Territory, just as it stood 
in 1854. 

It is another minor miracle of 
motion picture makers, this time 
created for the filming of Errol 
Flynn’s new starring picture 
“Santa Fe Trail.” 

“It took 100 carpenters and 
painters only four days to build 


this town, the railroad, the 
streets, the fort, the freight 
yards,” said Frank Mattison, 


manager assigned to the com- 
pany. “Of course John Hughes, 
the art director, had his plans 
drawn weeks before. All blue- 
prints were ready and supplies 
at hand, down to the last rail- 
road spike.” 

Now director Michael Curtiz 
—“Mike” to every member of 
his company—has taken over. 
He and three assistants, headed 
by Jack Sullivan, hardened by 
22 years of handling film mobs 
and temperamental principals. 

It is a big scene, with hun- 
dreds of horses, a thousand men 
and women, huge Santa Fe Trail 
freight wagons, each drawn by 
a four- or six-in-hand. It is a 
great goods caravan, starting 
out under army cavalry escort, 
across the western plains. The 
cameras are at the head of the 
caravan, facing it as it stretches 
up through the center street of 
the town, curves around a bend 
far in the distance. 

But there is no confusion. 
Every horse, every rider, every 
pedestrian, every wagon has its 
place, a definite thing to do, a 
definite signal on which to do 
it. Curtiz barks orders and often 
the crowd laughs at his remarks. 
Twelve years as a Hollywood 
director, generally of big action 
pictures, have taught him the 
best way to get results from 
such a crowd as this is to keep 
everyone in good humor. 

“Aim your horse the other 
way,” he roars at Errol Flynn, 
mounted on Onyx, his beautiful 
black stallion. Flynn grins, 
reins his dancing mount back to 


its original position. “Sit with 
pep. you riders,” Mike screams. 
The cavalrymen laugh uproari- 
ously, straighten up in their 
saddles. All veterans of many 
Curtiz pictures, they know what 
he means. 

“Better hurry up, Mike,” cau- 
tions Sol Polito, the head ecam- 
eraman. “We’re losing our 
light.” 

“Always the sun quits when 
Iam just getting started,” Mike 
moans, more to himself than to 
anyone else. If he had his way it 
would be noon-bright 24 hours 
a day, so that he could work 
forever. 

“Boys, do we go?” Mike’ bel- 
lows. 

“Ready here. And here. All set 
with the wagons. Okay, let’s go.” 

The cameras roll. Whips 
crack. The great wagons creak 
and groan as they start to move. 
Clouds of dust roll through the 
streets of a town that was a 
barley field a week ago. The 
caravan moves on. 

“How was that, Mike?” asks 
Sullivan, his chief assistant. 

“Okay,” pronounces Mike, 
“except that the driver of the 
last wagon from the rear was 
wearing a wrist watch. We have 
to do it again.”

The love story of Stuart and 
lovely Kit Carson flourishes 
mightily throughout the thrills 
and excitement of the rest of the 
action. And through Stuart’s 
aid, her father is able to bring 
to reality his dream of building 
a railroad westward over the 
Santa Fe Trail. 


It is seldom that a film so re- 
plete with action finds time to 
paint up the excellence of its 
acting as well as “Santa Fe 
Trail” does. Flynn is superbly 
the master of all the situations 
in which he becomes involved, 
and decidedly believable in the 
role of the famous cavalry com- 
mander. Massey, whose stage 
and screen. portrayals of Lin- 
coln will be long remembered, 
is brilliantly cast as John 
Brown, fanatic zealot, fearful 
and frightening as he demands 
“an eye for an eye.”

Frustrated in his second at- 
tempt to write a novel, Robert 
Buckner has at least had the 
satisfaction of turning his ma- 
terial into screenplays. Like 
“Virginia City,” story of the lost 
Civil War gold train, “Santa Fe 
Trail” was originally planned 
as a fictionized account of 
American history, dealing this 
time with the years before the 
war between the states. 

Warner Bros. studio, however 
came between Buckner and his 
plans for novels and persuaded 
him to turn his unwritten works 
into scripts instead, which, 
though it was all right with 
Buckner, left him wondering if 
he ever would get a chance to 
write a book.

Trail. Leavenworth was the 
eastern terminus for the rail- 
way which Col. John Holliday 
dreamed of extending to Santa 
Fe.

One 
was the maurauding activities 
of the Sioux, and the other was 
John Brown, the fanatic rebel 
who roused various elements in 
the already factionalized nation 
over the issue of slavery. 


Stuart and his men, already 
detailed to pursue Brown, finally 
brought his career to an end 
at Harper’s Ferry. 


Raymond Massey plays the 
role of John Brown, marking an 
interesting parellelism to his 
portrayals of “Abraham Lin- 
coln.” Lincoln, by the emancipa- 
tion proclamation, brought about 
the end of slavery by due process 
of law Brown sought to end 
slavery by violence. 


The story, which comes to a 
close on the eve of the Civil War 
which is to split the friendships 
between Stuart and his class- 
mates and realign them as ene- 
mies, is full of action as well 
as important characterizations.

There are some 
men and women who can under- 
stand it. But they are few. 

When he asks an extra “Can 
you do a sound?” he probably 
means “Can you think of an 
ad lib line to say at this point?” 

His driving energy and the 
unswerving directness to ac- 
complish the job of the moment 
are awe inspiring qualities. One 
scene of his new picture, “Santa 
Fe Trail,” opening at the Strand 
Friday in which Errol Flynn 
and Olivia de Havilland are 
starred, was filmed in Warner 
Bros.’ huge sea stage, the en- 
tire floor of which can be flooded 
with water to a depth of three 
or four feet. A sloping pit or 
trench, from two to six feet 
deep, runs the length of this 
stage, right down the center. 
This for deeper water in case 
it is needed. 

On this day the stage was dry. 
In spite of warnings made fre-

Mike loves his work. He 
wouldn’t trade his for any other 
job in the world. But he doesn’t 
hold the high illusions of it that 
some would like to believe. He 
doesn’t hold for a minute that 
the cinema is an art. 


“Tt is a business that depends 
on all of the arts, on science, 
mechanics, good looks and per- 
sonality,” he declaims. “We must 
have architecture, painting, 
sculpting, music, drama, all 
those things. And then we must 
have actors and actresses who 
are not so much actors and ac- 
tresses as people born under a 
lucky star that makes them at- 
tractive and _ interesting to 
others.” 


Curtiz considers Flynn (gen- 
erally he calls him ‘‘Ear] Flint”) 
his personal discovery and pro- 
tege. It is true that Mike took 
Flynn almost out of the extra 
ranks and gave him the leading 
role in “Captain Blood.” 

“That Flint was born under 
a lucky star,” Mike affirms. “I 
knew that he would be a big suc- 
cess from the very first time I 
saw him.” 

Flynn, in turn, has high 
praise and admiration for Mike. 


Raymond Massey 
Frees Slaves Again 


Raymond Massey, the Canadi-

Mat 108—15« Brown the fa- 
Raymond Massey natical Kansas 
Abolitionist, just after having 
finished a long run as Abraham 
Lincoln both on stage and film. 
Lincoln, like all other solid men 
of the time, rated Brown a trai- 
tor and an enemy. 

“T gon’t give a rip,” says Mas- 
sey, “Just as long as it’s a good 
part.” 

Massey is playing John Brown 
in Warner Bros. “Santa Fe 
Trail.” which opens Friday at 
the Strand. Other famous 
Americans are represented in 
the story: Robert E. Lee, Phil 
Sheridan, George Custer, Stone- 
wall Jackson, Longstreet, Cyrus 
Holliday, who helped open the 
trail and to build the first Santa 
Fe railline, and a lot of others. 
Errol Flynn plays the young 
Virginian, J. E. B. Stuart, who 
was quite a fellow in his day. 

Michael Curtiz, directing the 
picture, at first was a bit hesi- 
tant when Massey was sug- 
gested for the John Brown role. 
Not that he didn’t appreciate 
Massey’s unquestioned ability as 
an actor. Mike was afraid Mas- 
sey might have trouble with 


the mechanics of the part, it re- 
quiring a lot of hard riding, 
fighting and shooting. 


But Massey proved to be an 
expert horseman. Asked for a 
much livelier mount than the 
one first provided on the open- 
ing day of the picture, in fact. 
Turned out that he had a lot of 
cavalry experience during the 
first World War, taught military 
tactics with emphasis on the 
cavalry at Princeton and Yale 
after he was wounded out of ac- 
tive service, and thing's like that. 


Massey is headed back to New 
York now after finishing his role 
in “Santa Fe Trail.” Has no 
definite plans for next winter’s 
Broadway play season although 
he has been reading a couple of 
things, either one of which he 
thinks might do. Just wants to 
get back there for awhile, meet 
old friends and visit old haunts, 
have a look around the city, and 
find out what’s doing. 


Says he likes Hollywood fine, 
and enjoys working for the 
cameras. Crew filming “Santa 
Fe Trail,’ most of them rath- 
er hard-bitten individuals who 
have worked with Mike Cur- 
tiz for many years, picture 
after picture, supposed that 
Massey would be up-stage and 
a little arty on the set. That 
was before he started to work. 
He proved quite the contrary; 
made friends easily and won re- 
spect by the way he worked 
under difficult conditions, most- 
ly till all hours of the night and 
through the darkness of the 
early morning. Big outdoor pic- 
tures generally are no easy task, 
especially for actors who have 
been softened up by an air- 
conditioned winter on a New 


York stage.
